HISTORY OF THE PLANK HOUSE ON STRAT- 


TON STREET NOW BEING TORN DOWN. 


The Old House on Reck Properly was Over 


a Hundred Years Old and has an 


Interesting History. 


Two of the oldest properties in town 


are in tbe process ol being torn down 
and will have been entirely demolished 
before thia appears. One ia the Plank 
home on Strattou street and the other 
tbe Beck property on Baltimore street. 
Tney are buildings which saw the town 
when it was but a hamlet. They existed 
at a time when much of York street be- 
low St. Jdrues Church was timberland 
aud .went by name of Greenfield and 
when it was quits a rural walk partly 
through woods to reach the spring, 
which is now on the Duttera propeity 
at foot of Cemetery Hill. 


The Plank property la peculiar In one 


thing tbat while it is on Stratton street, 
it really faces on tbe old State road as it 
nsed to run, before the break at the 
Kurtz property. 


According to best information tbe 


original house was built on this lot by 
James Gettys, and built facing the State 
road. It was made of log with two 
rooms down stairs and two rooms up- 
stalls and bears all tbe characteristics of 
the old time log house. It was later 
cased with weatherloarding. 


James Gettys sold the lot and house 


Executor of the will and settled up the 
estate. 


Mrs. Louisa Willird occupied the 


house for many yean and for many more 
rented it to various tenants. Art Wil- 
liard ran a butcher abop for awhile in it, 
and In 1883 when John Houan and 
Lewis Weigandt formed a partnership 
they rented the shop room and remained 
there for twenty-one years. Mrs. Wit- 
Hard made a deed of place in August 
1897 to her daughter, Mary L. Roberta, 
who in turn sold it a year ago to the 
present owner.

The old house alongside the COMPILER 


buikUng has a bistory going back to tbe 
beginning ol things iu these diggings. 
There is no record of the title in tbose 
early days at the court house. Search 
has been made along every available 
line for something but back of a half 
century ago everything is misty and de- 
pands upon tbe recollection of our oldest 
citizen?. 


The material in the old house showed 


it was put up wben tbe construction of 
buildings was according to tbe mos 
primitive methods. There were log 
with tbe bark still on. Tbe old wall 
were made on staves and round liml 
pieces an inch or two thick driven tigh 
in between the studding and these pieces 
had ihe bark on and the plastering was 
a mixture of mud aud straw. It wsi 
material such as has only been found In 
houses tbat have been built about one 
hundred years ago. 


The earliest tenant of the house of 


whom any recollection can ba found is 
one Joseph Wharf. He was a tinker 
of tbose early days. He Is remembered 
at an old silver spoon maker and repairer 
of clocks and had his sbop iu the build 
ing. It Is probable that he occupied the 
building in the thirties. 
Robert D. 


Armor said that he recalled not many 
yean ago finding some old silver mould- 
ing tools among some old trnck belong 
ing to the Fabnestock's, wbicb had once 
beeu the property of Joseph Wharf, and 
tbat it was likely they had come into 
the possession of Samuel Fahnestock for 
a debt d<ie by Wharf to him. 


The next tenant of the building and 


he is remembered by a number of clti 
zeria, was one William H. Brickel. He 
was better known by mauy as Billy 
Brickel, and by atill more as Fapple 
Brickel. His place was the rendezvous 
of tbe 
youngsters, ot perhaps tbe 


late thirties,fourtles and up to the tearing 
down of tbe old court house. Brickel 
dealt In the big ginger cake, and other 
eatables the grandfathers of today spent 
their pennies for in those times. It is 
said be also sold the old-fashioned home 
made beer. That his place was fre- 
quented by people from tbe country wbo 
wanted s bite while In town. 


The old court house is referred to be-

market place in tbe public square and 
for many yeara Fappie Brickie bad a 
stall in the market house, where on 
market days be was to be found with 
ginger cakes, hard boiled eggs and other 
refreshments. It is of Brickel the story 
is told that seeing three customers about 
to enter bis sbop went to his wife aud 
aaid, '•Hurry up Mammie, here comes 
Mr. Little and two gentlemen." 


The first record of tbe property to be 


found is when it came Into hands of 
Henry Wasmus. It may bave been held 
by him for many yeara before bis death 
but in 1863 or 1851 he died, and hia will 
dated Nov. 3,1853 ia probated Feb. 27, 
1861. In this be mentions owning tbe 
three story brick house on tbe adjoining 
lot now owned by Aaron Sbeely. The 
brick building was erected when a three 
a'ory bouse was quite a novelty In this 
place. 


By tbe will of Henry Wasmus tbe lot 


was cut Into the present peculiar shape, 
giving tbe atrip with stable on to the 
brick house portion. 
Tbe widow was 


allowed to have the use of three rooms 
on tbe second fl>or of brick house aa 
long as ibe lived and the house itself was 
given to testator's son, Charles Wasmus. 
Tbe small property now tbe Beck part 
ia devised nnto bis daughter Louisa in- 
termarried with John Willird of Mary- 
land and testator declares that he did 
not give bia daughter more because be 
bad given ber of bla means during bil 
lifetime. Joel B. Dinner waa named as 


demalions—white and half-breed and 
Indian, French, English, Spanish and 
American—without leader or comman- 
der, to conquer an empire tbe size of bait 
a dczen European kingdoms.

In New York John Jacob Aetor bad 


already accumulated a fortune aa a buyer 
of furs from American traders an i as a 
seller to Europe. Aitor bad frequently 
met the principal fur traders of Canada 
at Montreal, and knew the enormous 
profits which these traders were making 
from their Western field, that correspon- 
ded with the nawly acquired territory 
of tbe United States. What was to 
binder American traders from organiz 
ing as powerful a company aa these Nor'- 
westers had in Canada, engaging tbe 
hordes of free trappers now scouring 
westward of the Mississippi, and estab- 
lishing fur posts to which all trappers 
would come through the American West 
as the Xor'westers had through Canada? 


Astor was so enamored of his plans 


that in 1807 be laid them before .the 
shrewd fur merchants ot Montreal and 
proposed a partnership that would re- 
move all rivalry. But beware of expos- 
ing profitable Ideas to a Scotchman I 
The Scotch merchants of Montreal took 
tbe profits and left Astor his Idea. In 
other words, they rejected the partner- 
ship and at once set about anticipating 
bis plan. 


For tbe Nor'westera had schemes of 


tbeirown. The downfall of France in 
America ic 1759 put an end to the licen- 
se* that had limited the fur trade to 
favorites of the court. Mere than two 
thousand "voyageura, coureursdes bois, 
mangeursdelard" (common raftsmen), 
famous hunters, traders and trappers 
were suddenly thrown on their own re- 
sources. The Scotch merchants of Mon- 
treal were quick to seize the opportunity. 
Uniting as the Northwest Fur Com- 
pany, they engaged the entire retinue of 
cast-off Frenchmen, woodcraf tamen who 
knew every path and stream from Lab- 
rador to tbe Rocky Mountains. Within 
a few years their forts were strung down 
tbe St. Lawrence and across Labrador 
to tbe Atlantic, up the Ottawa and 
Great Lakes, across the prairie to the 
mountains, and down tbe Athabasca and 
Mackenzie to tbe Arctic Ocean. Their 
headquarters were at Fort William, on 
tbe north side of Lake Superior. Al- 
ready Sir Alexander Mackenzie, a lead- 
ing partner, had crossed tbe mountains 
to the Pacific; end Nor'west voyageura 
yearly reached farther down tbe valley 
ot the Columbia toward tbe very terri- 
tory which Aator designed for his new 
company'! hunting ground. 


Rebuffed at Montreal, Astor turned 


to tbe other great fur-trading center of 
America—St. Louis. St. Louin lay at 
tbe gateway of the coveted land. Why 
should St. Louis ally itself with far- 
away New York for tbe exploitation of 
territory In wbicb tbe Western city felt 
almost proprietary interest? Aitor's 
overtures were again rf jected, and their 
only effect waa to hasten the action of 
rivals. 


Rejection had on Astor'f purpose tbe 


same effect as a blow—it hardened his 
determination. If his pains roused jeal- 
ous resentment among rivals, they surely 
were not fatuous.

They 
said the nature and character of ice ii 
different according to seasoni, some- 
times brittle, or toft, but last winter it 
was aaid to be as hard as bone, and It 
took sawing aa though it waa bone to cut 
it up. Curious Is it not, that there are 
kinds ot ice, but so it is. 


Then those who were compelled to dig 


ditches during tbe winter told of what 
they found. Ditches have to be dog in 
all seasoae. Sometimes to give man the 
usual six feet be is entitled to and some- 
times tc open a water pipe that wai 
frozen up, or for innumerable other 
reasons.
